The aggregate deposits at 
the Bank showed a total of 14,505,228/,, an increase of 1,109,000/.; 
he was not certain that it had ever been in their power to announce 
an augmentation to the same extent within six months, and that 
particular portion of deposits which bore interest was absolutely less 
than during the previous half-year, It was, therefore, their current 
and working balance that had had the larger proportion of the in- 
crease, They had now theuse of another capital of 1,000,000/. with- 
out payment of interest. (Hear, hear.) The branches continued 
to be 112 opened daily, and 34 as the wants of each locality required. 
The dividend was the same amount as the last half-year—9 per cent. 
—that is, 6 per cent., and3 per cent, as bonus, It was not the easiest 
thing in the world to get this amountof profit when the rate of interest 
had averaged only 2/. 11s, 6d., the rate having been 3 per cent, dur- 
ing the second half of last year, Of all the sources of revenue open 
to the bank the discounting of mercantile bills was one of the safest, 
and the extension made in this department somewhat compensated 
for the reduction in the rate of interest—a very small amount of in- 
terest upon avery large figure realised very much larger results than 
a very large commission upon a very reduced figure, Therefore, he 
hoped the report now presented would receive the approbation of 
the shareholders, (Hear, hear.) ‘The variable summer will have 
tried the energy and patience of the customers of the bank in the 
country, and although the hay crops were beyond what was expected, 
there was some disappointment with the hops, but that was some- 
what compensated for by the augmented price of wool, The num- 
ber of accounts was now 75,000, there having been the important 
addition during the last six months of 1820. (Hear, hear.) The 
shareholders numbered 2410, an increase of 100 during six months. 
Upon the debtor side of the account the paid-up capital of 1,000,000/, 
and reserve fund of 500,000/, remained unaltered. He had already 
spoken of the amount due to customers as standing at 14,000,0001., 
the liabilities or acceptances covered by securities amounted to 
2,640,138/., a decrease as compared with December of 469,0007, The 
gross profit of 251,9312. showed a decrease of 32261, arising from the 
decreased rate of interest. On the credit side there was the item of 
cash on hand and with the Bank of England amounting to 2,130,7972., 
and cash placed at call and at notice covered by securities 2,131,464/., 
making a total of 4.262 2617, Investments in Government and gua- 
ranteed stocks, 1,400,7642,; and other stocks and securities, 145,1022.: 
making a total of 1,545,867, These items, together approaching to 
6,000,0002,, constituted their ordinary working reserve, and was ready 
for all emergencies. The total showed an increase of 657,000/, Dis- 
counted bills and advances to customers, 10,061,5872., was an increase 
of 454,0002,; liabilities of customers for drafts accepted by the bank, 
2,640,1382.: making a total of 12,701,7202. Freehold premises, 
245,735/., showed a decrease of 19132. There had been no recent 
valuation, and the item probably by no means represented the actual 
value of the property. He explained at the last meeting that they 
had built, and in other cases partly rebuilt, 11 new branches within 
the last three or four years, Thesalaries and other expences, which 
amounted to 107,901/., showed an increase of 40182. arising from 
various payments made after Dec. 31, although due at Christmas. 
He then referred to the items in the profit and loss account, stating 
that the balance brought forward of 4449/.; the gross profit, after 
making provision for bad and doubtful debts, amounted to 250,2802., 
which he hoped would meet with the approval of the shareholders. 
(Hear, hear.) When the current rate of interest was remembered, 
which by the late action of the Bank of England was now 2 per cent., 
he was sure their friends in the provinces, where branches were kept 
open for their particular accommodation, were too reasonable to ex- 
pect that they should also participate in the Bank rate, for the bank 
could, of course, only recoup itself the expenses of management out 
of the ordinary transactions with customers. A system had been 
adopted at the different offices of extending the discount accommo- 
dation wherever it could be done with safety, so that in some way they 
might compensate for the present low rate of interest out of the 
amount of first-class bills discounted, amounting to 7,400,0002, He 
had the authority of the principal officer of the bank—a most com- 
petent authority to judge upon questions of this kind—for stating 
that a 20/, note would cover the entire loss, (Hear, hear.) As to 
the clearing-house—the representative of the concentrated commerce 
of this metropolis of the financial world—upon one day during the 
last month of July there was cleared no less than 36,000,000/, The 
operations of the June as compared with the December quarter, 
showed an excess of over 200,000,000/, He appealed to this as an 
important evidence of the improving commerce of the country, and 
that circulation was alive, All he had, in conclusion, to say was 
that owing to advancing years Mr. J. W. Burmester had retired from 
the direction, and that Mr, Frederick Youle had been elected in his 
place. Hethen moved that the report and balance-sheet be received 
and adopted. Mr. BLYTH seconded the proposition, which was 
put, and carried without discussion. 

Upon the proposition of Dr, O’ REILLY, seconded by Mr, CorpuRoy, 

a vote of thanks was passed to the Chairman and directors for the 
successful manner in which they continued to conduct the business 
of the bank. 

The CHAIRMAN thanked the proprietors for this renewal of their 
confidence, and they might be assured that they would all continue 
to do their utmost to promote the prosperity of the bank, (Hear.)

The annual general meeting of shareholders was held on July 27,

John Barkell), announcing that as they approached the Glen lode, in the cross- 
cut from Critchley’s shaft, the men had been met by large quantities of gas 
issuing from the ground in the forebreast of such a natureas at times to paralyse 
them, and render them unable to work, their candles all the while burning 
brightly, a feature to which all practical men would know that Capt. Barkell 
was justified in attaching the greatest importance, this gas being only found in 
rich mines and in the immediate neighbourhood of large bodies of ore.

The report of the directors (an abstract of which has already ap- 
peared), stated that it was with pleasure they are able to announce that a profit 
has been made of 28271. 8s. 8d., which was obtained by the results of the work- 
ings of the mine during the latter half of the period only to which the accounts 
refer, The amount of the expeuditure tucurred for purchase of mill, &c., new 
works, plant, and machinery, is 958S8/. 183. 9d., which has been carried to the 
property, plant, machinery, and permanent works account, leaving the sum of 
10,2661. 14s. 7d. to represent the outlay incurred on the mining account proper, 
as regular mine cost, for the entire period of 14 months, and agaiust which the 
returns of tin and arsenic are to be placed. The directors do not, however, re- 
commend the distribution of a dividend on this occasion, The directors, how- 
ever, think it may be fairly considered whether power should not be given to 
them to declare an ad interim dividend on the present capital, as profits will 
soon be accumulating for that purpose. The productive resources of the mines 
for profitable results are greatly in advanceof the present appliances for return- 
ing large quantities of marketable ore; butas these are being augmented month 
by month, and the profits proportionately increased, the shareholders may think 
it desirable that some portion thereof should be distributed. It is a matter of 
hearty congratulation that this property possesses such tangible evidences of 
worth as incontestibly to prove that it will become one of the most successful 
mines in the county of Cornwall. Apart from the time which these various 
works and operations have absorbed, the directors have had the task of dealing 
with a description of miueral hitherto never before treated for tin, and contain- 
ing so large a proportion of arsenic as to require the erection of very extensive 
calcination works for its effectual elimination and sublimation.

He was assisted by an American solicitor of great respectability, recommended 
by independent parties in San Francisco, and the property was conveyed to che 
company under his personal supervision. In addition to the mines mentioned 
in the prospectus, Mr. Woodhouse arranged with the vendors that the company 
should stand possessed of two other mining claims, styled respectively the 
Mountain Chief, 800 ft., and the Michigan, 1000 ft., without any additional pay- 
ment, as it appeared to him that these contiguous claims intersected the Mary- 
land vein, and might in other bands interfere with the advantageous working 
of the company’s property. Mr. Woodhouse descended on several occasions into 
the workings of the Maryland Mine to a depth of 200 ft., extracting from every 
10 or 12 ft. in the line of descent samples of the ore.

A branch railway has been pro- 
jected from Elko to Hamilton, which will pass within a short distance of the 
company’s property. All expenses of the mines up to June 19 have been de- 
frayed by the vendors, while the produce up to that date, amounting to about 
150 tons, has become the property of the company. The average value of these 
ores may be taken at about $200 per ton net, equal to 60001. sterling. On June 26 
a contract was entered into with a first-class firm for the construction of a 20- 
stamp mill, to be completed by the end of November. This will cost 16,900/., 
and another 20002. will be required for the construction of roasting furnaces, 
At least 30 tons of ore per diem can be reduced when these are completed.

He formerly occupied the position of ac- 
countant to the Bank of California, and therefore every possible rellance could 
be placed in him, 

Mr. BELLAIRS (the company’s broker), in reply to a question from Dr. Comyn, 
said it was one of the rules of the Stock Exchange not to give a company a 
quotation in the Official List unless the seller of shares sold all his rights and 
advantages, and also unless two-thirds of the shares were offered to the public, so 
that directly the 8000 preference shares were out a quotation would be obtained, 
The CHAIRMAN said a large proportion of the shares were held by the Stock 
Exchange.—Messrs. Ford and Smith and Captain Gossett (the latter a holder of 
800 shares) were appointed auditors. 

Mr. ELEY said the present meeting could not separate without according to 
the Chairman and directors the thanks of the shareholders, and expressing their 
confidence in them. He moved a resolution to that effect.——Dr. COMYN se- 
conded the proposition, which was put and carried unanimously. 

Major JELF SHARPE proposed a vote of thanks to Mr. Woodhouse for his ser- 
vices on behalf of the company.—~-The CHAIRMAN seconded the proposition 
on behalf of the board, which was put and carried unanimously. 

Mr. WOoDHOUSE thanked the shareholders, and also his colleagues, for the 
honour they had done him in recording their thanks, All he could say was that 
he was much satisfied with the property. 

The CHAIRMAN, in reply to a question, stated that a railway was being con- 
structed in the immediate vicinity of the works, 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman concluded the proceedings.

carried out will undoubtedly give a great impetus to trade, and as soon as the 
holiday season is over a brisk demand may fairly be anticipated. This prop. 
tious weather promises a most glorious harvest, and with it happiness, peace, 
and prosperity to all. P :

Great Britain stands in the foremost place among the nations of 
the world as an iron-producing State, and after Great Britain the 
United States seem to be the next largest iron makers. The Ame: 
ricans have greatly extended their production of iron of late veurs: 
thus while in 1845 they made only 480,000 tons, their production had 
risen in 1869 to 1,919,641 tons. If, however, the American produce. 
tion of iron has increased the English has advanced ina still greater 
ratio, having risen from 1,512,500 tons in 1845 to 5,398,445 tons in 
1869, In Belgium the iron trade has quietly progressed during the 
last 15 or 20 years, Austria has much to do before she will be able 
to contend in the manufacture of iron with other producing coun: 
tries, and especially with Upper Silesia. Hungary is still young in 
the matter of iron, and it must be conceded that she lacks capital 
coal, good workmen, and railways, France has made great progress 
in iron making since the fall of Uours PHILIPPE (not that that 
Sovereign was an enemy to the French iron trade, but his exit from 
the Tuileries marks an epoch in the history of France well remem. 
bered by the present generation) ; but the absorption of Alsace and 
Lorraine by Germany is, of course, a great blow to French metal. 
lurgy. Germany, including the Luxembourg and her recently an. 
nexed provinces, hopes now to throw the iron trade of France into 
the background ; and if she can keep Alsace and Lorraine, she has, 
perhaps, a chance of doing so, but no reflecting mind can exactly 
accept the campaign of 1870-1 as a final settlement of the matters 
then at issue between France and her great rival. A few years hence 
may witness a great change in the relative positions of the late belli. 
gerents, France may not be so divided and so weak, Germany may 
not be so united and powerful; France may possess more capable 
generals and more enlightened statesmen. and Germany may not 
have the benefit of the commanding intellect of a BISMARCK, or the 
consummate strategy of a VON MOLTKE, Then the struggle may 
possibly enough be renewed for the possession of Alsace and Lor: 
raine, and the result of the strife may be more fortunate to France 
than that which attended the trial of strength which she so rashly 
essayed in 1870. 

A mass of statistics which have been collected by a painstaking 
German writer as to the production of iron in the leading countries 
of the world in 1869 seem worthy of reproduction, At the same time, 
one cannot help remarking that statistics do not grow in accuracy 
when they are brought from country to country, and are treated by 
some foreign hand. Our meaning is that English statistics do not 
become more accurate when they see the light in Germany after treat- 
ment by some German writer, while, mutatis mutandis, German sta- 
tistics become a little shaky when they are published in England, 
Subject to this remark, we give as a matter of interesting comparison 
the data which our German friend has so laboriously collected :—

RAILWAY COMMUNICATION FOR THE METALLIC MINING 
DISTRICTS IN SHROPSHIRE, 


In that small but highly important tract of mineralised ground lying 
between Minsterley and Bishop’s Castle, known as the Snailbeach, Sti-

REPORT FROM THE NORTH OF ENGLAND. 


Aug. 3.—There is no change in the state of the Iron Trade of the 
district since last report. The market on Tuesday was largely at- 
tended, and pig-iron prices were very firm at the previous week’s 
quotations, Pig-iron rates are advancing with the increasing de- 
mand. Just now the enquiry for the home and foreign markets is 
very heavy. Stocks are expected to show a decrease when the Iron- 
masters’ Association return is issued for last month, The South 
Durham Iron Company, at Darlington, have blown in the large im- 
proved furnace which they have been rebuilding during the past few 
months, and there are other firms who will shortly have new plant 
ready for operation. There is a fair demand for rails; for plates 
and angles the requirements are large, Generally, the finished iron- 
works present an active appearance, and a good deal of iron is being 
delivered. The bar-iron trade is brisk, and foundry work is generally 
plentiful, In the coal district there is nothing of special interest to 
report, The collieries are all in full work, and doing as much as 
they well can. Household Coal is not in such brisk demand at this 
season of the year, but for manufacturing purposes the demand is 
heavy. For Coke the requirements are also heavy, 








TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR, 


Aug. 3.—The supply of ships continues ample, and the rivers and 
docks are crowded with vessels of all kinds, The demand for all 
descriptions of coal continues, and for steam coal is beyond all pre- 
cedent; at the filling offices on Newcastle Quay crowds are to be 
seen begging for early turns, and also paying handsomely for them. 
The exports of iron and rails is also on a good scale, and the demand 
for chemicals continues, while stocks are getting low. There is an 
urgent demand for increased shipping accommodation on the Tyne, 
and the enlargement of the Tyne Dock cannot be delayed much 
longer. The trade on the Wear is also very brisk, and many large 
vessels have visited the docks, where they have loaded steam coal. 
The long, stubborn strike of the colliersin Wales has certainly been 
of great advantage to the owners of mines and workmen here lately., 

The trade of the Tyne continues to increase at a most rapid rate 
and of course a great impetus will be given to it when the drawbridge at New- 
castle is completed, but when that will beitis really difficult to foresee ; the erec- 
tion of this bridge, no dount a difficult work, is generally considered to be a 
very slow process. However, preparations are making for the passage of vessels 
up to the higher reaches of the river; when this is completed it will not only be 
a great boon to the manufacturers above bridge, but also lead to the establish- 
ment of many works there. Already many enquiries are made for land for ‘he 
est blishing of new works on the river side between Newcastle and Blagdon. 

The Ouseburn Engine Works are now started, and we heartily wish 
them God speed. Of course, they have au excellent start trom the demand for 
marine engines, and good profits will no doubt be made; bucif they continue 
for a few years they will also learn that the business is of a speculative cha- 
racter, and liable to losses as well as gains. It appears that the company has 
only been floated by the support given to it by the co-operative societies in the 
district, and this is to be regretted, as there are some doubts as to the legality 
of this proceeding, and many of the members are not at all satisfied with it. It 
certainly would have been preferable if the company could have been started 
by private enterprise, without any aid from such bodies as co-operative societies 
—that is, companies of men engaged in trading in goods, where they are, in fact, 
their own customers, and profits are certain, 





NEWCASTLE INSTITUTE OF MINING AND MECHANICAL ENGINEERS, 
—The aunual general meeting of members will be held on Saturday. The busi- 
ness will be important and interesting in the highest degree, as a paper is to be 
read by the secretary, Mr. Bunning, in which he will give the results of some 
experiments with Ashton and Storey’s Continuous Indicator, Those experiments 
have been conducted during the present week at Black, Hawthorn, and Co.’s 
Works, Gateshead, by Mr. Bunning, Mr. Wilson, and others, and have been wit- 
nessed by many gentlemen connected with collieries and engine-works, &c.

10s. for ship, and 10/, 10s, to 117, 
for boiler; nail rods, 82.; rails, 727. 10s, to 8/.; rail chairs, 47. 5s, to 
41, 10s. ; pipes, 47, 10s. to 67. There is a deficiency of scrap iron in 
this market, and as much as 88s. has been paid for good quality. Pud- 
dlers are scarce, Engineers and founders are mostly busy, and rivet 
makers, coppersmiths, and brassfounders are fuli of orders, At the 
locomotive works in this district work is abundant, and heavy orders 
are in progress, We have had a flying visit from the Emperor of 
Brazil and party.

CoPpPeR ORE SAMPLES,—A remarkable case connected with the 
purchase of copper ore by sample has just been decided in favour of 
the Tharsis Copper and Sulphur Company, by Sheriff Dickson, of 
Glasgow. Messrs, Bradburn and Co., chemical manufacturers, of 
Wolverhampton, agreed to sell 300 tons of burnt copper pyrites to 
the company at a certai price per unit, it being a condition that the ore should 
be sampled as it lay in the canal boats on delivery to the defenders, the samples 
to be assayed by two professional assayers, mutually chosen. The samples were 
taken, assayed, and invoiced thereupon at 11% per cent. copper. The ore was 
delivered to the company, and, as the first step in the treatment, was mixed 
with common salt aud re-assayed by the company’s assayer, It was found te 
contain less than 3 per cent, of copper, Whereupon the company demanded a re- 
sampilog, which was refused, Messrs. Bradburn and Co, preferring to sue the com: 
pany for 2270l., the value of the pyrites taken at 14% percent. The Sheriff de- 
cided that che samples had not been taken fairly in the terms of the contract, 
inasmuch as Messrs, Bradburn and Co, had thrown a quantity of preet irate 
and solution of copper upon one end of the heap of ore previous to the sampling, 
this fact being concealed from the company’s sampler, while {t was known to 
the person who had sampled for Messrs. Bradburn and Co., aud to their prinel- 
pal partner. He considered the company’s right to the ore was completed on 
delivery, and that the fixing of the price by the assay was not a condition pre- 
cedent; the company were, therefore, entitled to retain the ore and have the 
price fixed Judiclally, The law to that effect coincided with the essential justice 
of the case, which would be outraged if the company, having acted throughout 
in bona fide, bad to pay an extravagant price owing to circumstances beyond 
their control, and if Messrs. Bradbura and Co. were to profit from the compll- 
cations caused by theirown wrongful proceedings. On these grounds the Sheriff 
held that the company should only be obliged to pay at the rate indicated by 
the company’s samples, with a fair allowance for the loss of copper in the canal 
boats. In the whole circumstances, he fixed the percentage fur the price at 3% 
per cent., and ordered a fresh account to be lodged. 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


Aug. 3.—There is not much change this week in the Iron Trade of 
North Staffordshire. As a rule, the makers of pig and finished iron 
have a fair supply of orders on their books, sufficient in many cases 
to occupy them during the remainder of the quarter. The Coal 
rade is a degree quieter, the seasonable change in the weather hav- 
ing lessened the requirements of fuel for household purposes. There 
is no falling off in the demand for iron ores, and quotations are 
very firm, 

In the southern part of the county the demand for coal is steadily 
active at last quotations, and the colliers are having regular employ- 
ment throughout the district. An attempt is being made to induce 
colliers to leave the Black Country for South Wales to take the places 
of those on strike in the latter district. An agency office has been established 
at Bilston, and the mining centres are placarded with offers of full work and 
good wages to all who care to go, These placards have called forth others, evi- 
dently from some miners’ Union, in which the colllers of South Staffordshire 
are urged in strong terms not to leave thelr present work. In one of these ap- 
peals we notice that the mines of South Wales are represented as belong most 
dangerous, owing to the prevalence of fon! air, and colllers are implored ** not 
to go and sacrificetheirlives on thealtarof wealth.’’ We have not been ableto 
ascertain how far the agency has succeeded in itsobject. The Sandwell mining 
scheme is making steady progress, and the trial shaft 1s now 90 yards deep, 
The only difficulty yet encountered has been thatof water, and this will soon bo 
effectually overcome by the powerful pumping apparatus being laid down, 

The Iron Trade of South Staffordshire has, on the whole, further 
improved this week, and the mills and forges are now, with few ex- 
ceptions making, very good time, The “ wakes” interfere to some 
extent with the regular employment of the ironworkers. Last week 
the Tipton “ wakes” stopped the works in that part of the district, 
and this week in and around Bilston there has been a total cessation 
of business from a similar cause. All the leading descriptions of finished tron 
are now in tolerable request, but the current quotations are scareely in pro- 
portion tothe rise in the value of pigs, and profits are, in consequence, described 
as very meagre, especially on second-class iron, Plates, angles, and shipbulld- 
ing iron are in much improved demand, and for best bars and hooks business 
is steadier. The pig irou trade is remarkably active, at firmer quotatious, and 
the existing demand would justify a considerable increase on the present rate 
of production. ‘The Corbyn’s Hal! furnaces, the property of Mr. Benjamin Gib- 
bons, have been taken by a few gentlemen as a joint-stock concern, under the 
Limited Liability Act. The furnaces have been standing idle fur several years. 
The tron foundries throughout the district are in steady operation, the demand 
forchilled rolls and other descriptions of mill and forge castings being particu. 
larly active. ; 

RAILWAY RATES ON IRON.—This long-vexed question continues to 
excite a good deal of attention in South Staffordshire, aud it has Just been taken 
up by the Birmingham Chamber of Commerce, It is well known Co most readers 
of the Mining Journal that the carrying trade has long been a virtual mno- 
poly, the only two lines of rallway—the North-Western and the Great Western 
—having a friendly understanding on this subject, and the canals which Inter- 
sect the district being in such close combination with the railways that any- 
thing like competition is out of the question. The complaint made against the 
railways is twofold, their rates being not only wanting in moderation, but also 
in uniformity. * }

REPORT FROM MONMOOTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


Aug. 3.—Reports in regard to the state of the Iron Trade continue 
to be satisfactory from all partsof thedistrict. Business is buoyant, 
and, although the demand for finished iron has been so large for some 
weeks past, there seems to be no falling off in the enquiry, all branches 
considered, There is a slight decrease in the demand for iron rails, 
although orders of considerable magnitude continue to arrive ou account of the 
American markets. Makers are, however, well off for employment for the time 
of year. As was predicted some time ago, iron rails are fast being superseded 
by steel, both at home and abroad, The demand for these qualities is rapidly 
exceeding the supply, and several of the leading firms of the district, who are 
busily engaged on large contracts, are doing all in their power to increase their 
means of production. Canada is one of the principal customers for steel rails, 
aud some others of the British American and United States markets are taking 
considerable quantities. Nearly every country, in fact, where new systems of 
railways are being carried out are adopting the use of steel metals as fast as the 
make is expanded, and there is little doubt that in the course of time they will 
come into general use, Plates aud mercha t bars are in good request, and makers 
are not disposed to accept many fresh contracts, except at advanced prices, 
The home market continues quite as active as the foreign, nearly all descrip- 
tions of make being In request. Plg-iron, more parcicularly, occupies consider- 
able attention, for, notwithstanding the very extensive production of the last 
month, the consumption seems still to gain on the make. Prices are improving 
accordingly. 

The actual business done in the Steam Coal Trade has been some- 
what greater during the week than for sometime past. The ironmasters of the
